Extension  Course 
for  Farmers 

February  4th  to  16th,  1924 


This  Course  is  offered  each  year  in  order 
to  enable  the  men  and  women  of  the  rural 
communities,  villages,  and  tozvns  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  to  spend  two  weeks 
in  pleasurable  and  profitable  study  at  the 
Provincial  University.  The  Course  has  the 
approval  of  the  Honourable  J.  S.  Martin, 
B.A.,  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  Ontario.

The  Extension  Course  for  Farmers  has  been 
one  of  the  most  popular  of  the  Extension  Courses 
conducted  by  the  University  of  Toronto.  There 
has  always  been  a good  attendance  and  the 
students  have  greatly  enjoyed  their  two  weeks’ 
stay  at  the  University. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  deal  intensively  with 
any  one  subject  in  a two-weeks’  course,  it  has 
been  found  that  students  obtain  in  that  time  a 
good  insight  into  the  various  subjects  offered  so 
that  they  are  able  to  pursue  the  subject  further  in 
their  own  reading.  Above  all,  a course  of  this 
kind  provides  mental  stimulus  as  well  as  a good 
deal  of  practical  instruction. 

THE  PRESCRIPTION  OF  WORK 

English  Literature:  In  previous  years  there  have 
been  six  lectures  on  the  life  and  works  of  some 
one  poet  or  author.  Last  year  Ruskin  was  studied. 
This  year  some  other  will  be  chosen. 

Economics:  Each  year  some  phase  of  Eco- 
nomics is  studied  which  bears  directly  on  the 
business  of  farming.  These  lectures  and  the  dis- 
cussions on  them  are  of  great  practical  value. 

History:  It  is  planned  to  study  this  year  the  life 
and  work  of  one  of  the  great  statesmen  in  Can- 
ada’s early  history. 

Agriculture  in  the  National  Life:  Six  lectures 
by  a practical  farmer.  These  will  deal  with  some 
of  the  every-day  problems  of  the  farm. 

Public  Health:  Lectures  on  this  subject  have  in 
previous  years  been  most  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive. The  work  of  last  year  will  be  continued. 

Public  Speaking:  The  four  lectures  on  this  sub- 
ject will  be  found  very  valuable. 

THE  PROGRAMME 

Lectures  will  commence  promptly  at  2 o’clock 
on  Monday  afternoon,  February  4th.  There  will 
be  two  lectures  that  afternoon  and  thereafter 
three  lectures  each  forenoon,  from  9 o’clock  to 
12  o’clock. 

A complete,  detailed  time-table  will  be  mailed 
to  each  registered  student  at  least  one  week  before 
the  opening  of  the  Course. 

COST  OF  THE  COURSE 

1.  A registration  fee  of  $2.00  to  be  sent  with 

application. 

2.  Tuition  is  free  of  all  cost. 

3.  Board  and  lodging  from  $8.00  to  $10.00  per 

week. 

4.  Railway  fare. 

5.  A good  note  book,  preferably  one  for  each 

subject. 


A REQUEST 

111  previous  years  it  has  been  difficult  to  com- 
plete arrangements  regarding  lecture-rooms,  etc., 
because  so  many  students  delayed  their  applica- 
tions until  a day  or  two  before  the  opening  of  the 
Course.  If  at  all  possible,  applications  should  be 
sent  in  early.  A student  who  applies  in  good  time 
and  is  later  prevented,  on  account  of  unforeseen 
circumstances,  from  attending,  can  have  his  or  her 
fee  refunded  without  difficulty. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  cancel  the 
Course  and  refund  fees  if  a reasonable  number 
of  applications  are  not  received  before  January 
25th. 

GENERAL  NOTES 

1.  Copies  of  circulars  may  be  obtained  from,  and 
applications  are  to  be  sent  to,  the  Extension  Office, 
University  of  Toronto. 

2.  The  Department  of  University  Extension  will 
endeavour  to  assist  in  securing  room  and  board  in 
cases  where  such  assistance  is  requested. 

3.  Ill  order  to  facilitate  arrangements,  it  is 
urgently  requested  that  all  applications  should  be 
sent  to  the  Extension  Office  not  later  than  Janu- 
ary 16th.  See  note  above  with  regard  to  January 
25  th. 

4.  Special  lectures  may  be  arranged  for  after- 
noons or  evenings.  Afternoons  will  usually  be 
occupied  in  visits  to  the  Legislature,  if  it  is  then 
in  session,  in  tours  of  the  various  University  build- 
ings, in  visits  to  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and 
other  places  of  interest. 

5.  Alen  students  will  have  the  privileges  of 
Hart  House ; women  students  those  of  the 
Women’s  Union;  and  all  students  will  have  the 
use  of  the  University  Library.  Registration  cards 
will  serve  as  means  of  identification  in  these 
buildings. 

6.  No  academic  qualifications  are  necessary  for 
entering  upon  this  Course ; there  are  no  examina- 
tions and  no  certificates.  Though  intended  prim- 
arily for  people  living  on  the  farms  of  Ontario, 
this  Course  is  open  to  anyone  on  payment  of  the 
registration  fee. 

7.  Applications  should  be  sent  in  before  January 
16th,  but  they  will  be  accepted  after  that  date  if 
the  accommodation  available  is  not  over-taxed,  and 
if,  before  January  25th,  a sufficient  number  of 
applications  has  been  received  to  make  the  Course 
possible. 

8.  This  Course  is  part  of  the  widespread  exten- 
sion work  carried  on  by  the  Provincial  University. 
Particulars  of  other  forms  of  extension  service 
will  be  gladly  furnished  on  request.
